Owensboro, Kv., Jan. 23.—Thirteen 
members of the United Baptist church, 
of Hawesville, constituting less than 
20 per cent, of the memliership, have 
been declared by the Hancock Circuit 
Court to constitute the real church and 
to be rightful owners of the. church 
i property to the exclusion of the re¬ 
maining 80 per cent, of the member¬

they should lie enforceiL His instruc¬ 
tion on these points were strong and 
especially as to dynamiting. Equally 
strong were his words with reference 
to Sabbath brea ting and he insisted on 
the grand jury making' a full and com¬ 
plete investigate r»n of violations of this 
nature. Referr ng to the carrying of 
deadly weapons his language was very 
vigorous and cles rly indicated that every 
effort should Ik exercised to bring in¬ 
dictments again it law breakers of this 
class. Whethei rich or poor violators* 
of this class sho lid be indicted and pun¬ 
ished and that in his court all such 
would Ik* given he full penalty.

The conclusion 
formed from the testimony of learned 
Baptist preachers and from standard 
Baptist authors, is that Baptists 
‘ practiced in 1840 what is known as close 
comjnnnjon, and that that practice had 
1 not been changed at anytime since.

The defendants, when examined dur¬ 
ing the trial, slated that they believed 
in open communion and practiced it. 
From these facts the court reached the 
conclusion that the defendants have 
!.clearly departed from Baptist practice 
and have forfeited their office as trus¬ 
tees of the Hawesville church. He 
further concludes that the church 
property belongs, of right, to the plain¬ 
tiffs. and that they are entitled to 
ultimate possession.

Chairman McChord Thinks Com¬ 
mission Will Be Given By Con¬ 
gress. 


(Goprier-JournaL)» 

“I :un convinced that Congress will 
give the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion the power to make rj^tes,” said C. 
C. McChord, chairman of the Kentucky 
Railroad Commission, and vice chair- 
matt of the National Association c>f 
State Railroad Commissioners, at fhe 
Galt House. Mr. McChord has just re¬ 
turned from Washington, where he 
made a sjieech before the committee in 
charge of the traffic legislation ques¬ 
tion. Continuing, he said: 

“We had a talk with the president 
and found him greatly interested in the 
question and in favor of giving the rate 
making power to the commission. He 
1 talked earnestly, and it was apparent I 
that he was well informed on the mat- t 
ter. 

"The traffic legislation is the ques¬ 
tion of absorbing interest at the capi- j 
tal and every train is bringing delega- 
' tions to work for some of the many ! 
suggestions that have been made. We 1 
did not make any announcement that 
1 were in favor of any certain bill, 

' but urged the giving of the power to 
make rates to the commission. I can 
see no objection to a Commerce Court 
to be established as a reviewing court, : 
but am against such a court as a court 
of appeals. In Kentucky the cominis- 1 
sion has the power, as a legislative
